Expensive booklets are published 
also, In addition the Calgary 
Power Co., which is a subsidiary 
of big Eastern interests, maintains 
an expensive radio program and 
also a full time public relations 
director to persunde farmers that 
“the Power Companies’ way is the 
‘only way.

Interests do not mind spending 
money to try to maintain their 
atranglehold upon Alberta, Of 
courne they have no money to 
build iines to farms, but they evi- 
dently have plenty for propaganda.

The C.C.F. government’s hospi- 


‘|-talization scheme was oné of the 


chief factors in the C.C.F. victory 
in Saskatchewan. The inequality 
and confusion of Alberta hospita- 
lization is one of the major causes 
of criticism, of the Social Credit 
government, 


Hospitalization 


Under the’ Alberta scheme the 

hospital tax rate varies from two-~- 
to twenty-two mills. 
same=mumitipal district with iore” 
*han one hospital district, one 
farmer may be ‘paying fifty dvi 
lars hospital tax while.a neighbor 
across the road with just as ‘much 
land but in a different hospital 
district’ is taxed half as much. 
This inequality, is widespread 
across the province. 
- While the government in its 
propaganda uses the phrase “dol- 
lar-a-day hospitalization’, the 
fact is that extras, for which the 
hospitals charge run the ‘average 
hospital bill up to as much as $5 
per day in the betear equiped hos- 
pitals.

Administration costs in 
Saskatchewan are 4:7% while in 
B.C. they are 9.1 Saskatchewan 
employees required to administer 
the scheme total 228 while B.C. 
has 643 on its staff. It was the - 
same story in regard to auto insu- - 
rance. He himself paid $103 to 
cover his car in B.C. The same 
coverage could be secured in Sask- 
atchewan for $10, plus a $17.50 
package policy. In every depart- 
ment the C.C.F. government had — 
shown itself to be a careful ad- 
ministrator of the people’s busi- - 
ness’ and could easily borrow 
money at the lowest rate ever 
known.

Today 8,600 
miles of line serve 65,000 cus- 
tomers. By 1950 the cumulative 
deficit had been turned into a 
surplus of $514,937. 


Farm Electricity 


It was of course not possible to 
do much .about rural electrifica- 
tion until a power system had been 
established. But by 1947, due to 
the siiiizing progress made by the 
Commission, the basic ground. 
work to enable an extensive pro- 
gram. of rural electrification to 
be undertaken had been -laid.
